cd by Mr. Reed of Hi-rsemer.den, Kent. 


"' At two o'clock precitey, a dog wa» paced 


on Ibe table, 
lvt legt and body being secured 


by two or three of the pupil, an iron pettle wa» 
put into it» month, lo keep tbe jaw» separated; 
and then a drachm of opium, dissolved in four 
nunce» nf water, was poured toto tbs stomach. 
After ihi» ihe pettle wa» removed, and the dog 
left free on the table. 


"(a the apace of 20 minutes the dog man f it 


ed a disposition to vomit,which wasimmediately 
cheeked by preaiing the finger against the reso 
phagu» 
Tbe opium, however, bad no very sen- 


sible effect on the dag till the expiration of 30 
minutes, when the dog was unable to stand op 
right. 


'" When the opium 
Was administered, the 


dog's pul»e was 120. 
In seven minetes after it 


became 110. and gradually sunk to 90, which 
was the loweat pnint. 


"' At the expiration of 33 minutes from the 


lime the opium was given, the stomach Was e 
vacuated of its contents by mean» ef the instru- 
ment, and appeared lo be little worse for the 
experiment. 
Mr. Reed wa» in the theatre dur 


ing the whole of ihe lime, and superintended the 
o»e of tbe instrument.
